Thrilled to be 
seeing Sarah Weddington 
speaking and disgusted to 
be in the same room with 
Phyllis Schlafly: my mixed 
emotions resulted in a 
very worthwhile learning 
experience. Through a 
series of discussions and 
speakers at Vanderbilt, I 
was given the opportunity 
to see the woman who 
won Roe vs. Wade on 
stage with the famous 
right-wing, conservative, 
anti-feminist, pro-life 
advocate who helped 
defeat the proposed Equal 
Rights Amendment. I 
entered the auditorium 
extremely biased. In the 
back of my mind I was 
already cheering 

Weddington and hissing at 
Schlafly, and when the 
two finally appeared, I 
could tell by the noise 
level that I was not alone. 

Weddington 
began the debate and 
proved to be a powerful 
speaker, full of concrete 
arguments. At the same 
time she revealed a 
wonderful sense of humor, 
which surprised some of 
us in the audience. Her 
humor and confidence 
won over the young 


crowd. Schlafly proved to 
be an effective speaker as 
well, but a self-righteous 
attitude and a little brown¬ 
nosing spoiled her 
redeeming qualities. 

After each woman 
had spoken, they provided 
more arguments in 
response to each other; 
this got vicious at times. 
Weddington pointed out 
that we have never had 
laws which treat fertilized 
eggs as human beings. 
We do not give a fertilized 
egg the same 
constitutional rights as a 
human. Schlafly argued 
by asking when size -- 
referring to the fetus -- 
became something which 
determines our rights. 

Both women 
fought well, but Schlafly 
lacked Weddington's 
passion and in the end 
Weddington dominated. 
Finally, the audience got a 
chance to ask questions. 
One audience member 
pointed out that the series 
is supposed to be 
discussions, not debates, 
and asked the two women 
to look at each other and 
talk, which neither was

Paul Harmon crosses the broken line: an artist's review

It is hard to miss 
the new paintings by Paul 
Harmon on display in the 
Gallery. With their bright 
colors and bold images, 
they attract attention. 

Paul Harmon is 
internationally known, with 
studios in Paris and 
Brentwood. He has 
received many awards 
and recently sold a 
painting to Princess 
Caroline of Monaco for 
her private collection. 

Harmon has 
developed his own unique 



style. He 
frequently 
uses acrylic 
and oil on 
paper, but 
also oil on 
canvas. 

Harmon's 
use of dark 
dashed lines 
to outline all 
of his 
subjects is 
what makes 
his works 
d ifferent. 

With these 
lines, the objects are 


another, but at 
the same time 
are similar 
through 
uniformity. It is 
a seemingly 
simple aspect 
of his art which 
is, in reality, the 
most complex. 

Simplicity 
is also used in 
his subject 
matter and 

style. The 

subjects range 
from nudes to 
landscapes, all painted

clearly defined from one 


with blocks of color within 
the dark dashed lines. 
Though the faces of his 
people seem plain and 
simple, they are all 
descriptive. Instead of 
tone and shading, Harmon 
uses the blending of 
colors to produce his 
effect. His colors are 
bright, and sometimes 
fluorescent. His subjects 
are often distorted, adding 
to his style of 
Imperfection. Even though 
they are painted in loud 
colors, there is a serenity 
to his art.

I distributed 
twenty-five religion 
surveys, and got back 
only fourteen; far less than 
I expected, and far less 
than were returned in 
previous surveys.

As we know. River 
Phoenix, 23, passed away 
on October 31 outside the 
Viper Room in L.A.. An 
autopsy confirmed that his 
death was caused by an 
overdose of a cocaine- 
heroin combination known 
as a "speedbaM" (this 
combination also killed 
actor John Belushi). 
Traces of marijuana. 
Valium, and a prescribed 
cold medicine were also 
found in River's body. 

River was born in 
1970 to John and Arlyn 
Phoenix in Madras, 
Oregon. He was named 
after the river of life in 
Siddhartha, a novel by 


Herman Hesse. Growing 
up poor. River landed 
many commercials, and 
moved on to film; his first 
movie was Explorers 
(1985), an adventure film 
Vi/ith Ethan Hawke. Then 
came his memorable role 
as Chris Chambers in 
Stand By Me (1986). At 
seventeen. River got an 
Oscar nomination for his 
role in Running on Empty. 

He was well- 
known as a vegetarian, a 
closet smoker, and a 
supporter of animal rights. 
Those who knew him well 
said that he was 
mysterious, sensitive, 
kind, and, above all, 
wonderful. Actress Martha 


Plimpton, River's ex¬ 
girlfriend, said, "River left 
an indelible mark on my 
soul... My heart will never 
be the same." 

It was 1:00 AM 
outside the Viper Room. 
River lay on the street 
overcome with seizures. 
His brother made the 
frantic call to 911. River 
was taken to Cedars-Sinai 
Medical Center, where he 
died at 1:51. 

It is unfortunate 
that someone so talented 
died so young. His acting 
was real and true; some of 
his movies paralleled his 
own life. His death wakes
